Foundation:  The  First  Year 
The  Foundation  Program  will  provide  you  with 
a  year-long  study  of  perception,  skills,  and 
methods  of  orchestrating  visual  forms.  While 
courses  in  two-  and  three-dimensional  design 
and  drawing  are  required,  you  will  also  take 
studio  electives  offered  by  the  major  depart- 
ments. You'll  be  taught  by  a  core  of  Foundation 
faculty  as  well  as  representatives  from  other 
studio  departments.  The  aim  of  this  program  is 
to  expose  you  to  the  broadest  possible  spectrum 
of  the  visual  arts  during  your  first  year  at  PCA. 
Majors  aren't  selected  until  sophomore  year.  You 
may  choose  from  one  of  nine  departments:  Crafts 
(including  Ceramics,  Fibers,  Metals  and  Wood); 
Architectural  Studies;  Graphic  Design;  Industrial 
Design;  Illustration:  Painting  and  Drawing; 
Photography/Film/Animation;  Printmaking  and 
Sculpture.  A  new  Fine  Arts  major  is  also  avail- 
able and  combines  Painting  and  Drawing. 
Photography/Film.  Printmaking  and  Sculpture. 
After  your  Foundation  Year  studies,  which  lay 
the  groundwork  for  all  future  study,  the  cur- 
riculum will  be  tailored  to  meet  the  specific  re- 
quirements for  your  major.  Junior  and  senior 
years  provide  heavy  concentrations  in  the  major 
field.  Many  departments  offer  off-campus  pro- 
grams during  this  period.  An  Honors  Program  is 
available  for  academically  gifted  students. 
The  major  studio  concentration  is  augmented  by 
required  and  elective  courses  in  other  depart- 
ments to  encourage  an  awareness  of  the  produc- 
tive interaction  that  can  occur  between  the  many 
disciplines  available  at  the  College.  Alternative 
career  directions  are  often  developed  by  students 
stimulated  through  courses  outside  their  major. 
The  College  also  offers  Art  Therapy  and  Educa- 
tion Programs,  available  in  conjunction  with  a 
studio  major  program.

Crafts 

Ceramics 

Through  studio  practice  and  research,  you'll  ac- 
quire a  thorough  knowledge  of  ceramics  as  you 
learn  to  take  risks,  find  alternatives  and  create 
persuasive,  original  work  in  clay  and  plaster. 
You  may  also  take  glassblowing  and  stained  glass 
as  electives. 

The  Ceramics  program  is  devoted  to  preparing 
you  for  the  broadest  possible  range  of  career  in- 
volvement. This  includes  fostering  such  practical 
abilities  as  designing  a  studio,  photographing 
work  and  seeking  commissions.  Some  graduates 
become  studio  artists,  selling  through  shops  and 
galleries.  Some  concentrate  on  the  expanding 
realm  of  architectural  commissions.  Others  di- 
rect their  artistry  toward  designing  for  industry 
or  teaching — they  are  chairpersons  or  instructors 
at  such  schools  as  Parsons,  the  Rochester  Insti- 
tute of  Technology,  Purdue  University  and  the 
Massachusetts  College  of  Art.  Still  others  com- 
bine a  number  of  related  pursuits. 
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Design 


Fibers 

As  a  Fibers  student,  you  will  produce  a  wide 
range  of  fabrics,  including  sculptural  forms,  two- 
dimensional  textiles  and  costume.  You'll  be  ex- 
posed to  numerous  fabric  techniques,  including 
wea\  ing  and  fabric  structure;  screenprinting  and 
other  means  of  cloth  embellishment;  and  off- 
loom  techniques.  The  department  also  provides 
you  with  a  regular  visiting  artists  program  and 
has  sponsored  major  exhibitions  of  American 
and  European  artists. 

Recent  graduates  are  working  as  professional 
artists  or  as  apprentices  to  established  artists; 
other  students  have  received  grants  and  scholar- 
ships to  the  most  prestigious  graduate  fibers 
schools,  including  the  Cranbrook  Academy  of 
Art.  the  Chicago  Art  Institute.  Tyler  School  of 
Art  and  the  Banff  School  of  Visual  and  Perform- 
ing Arts;  some  are  teaching  at  institutions  such 
as  the  Cleveland  Art  Institute  and  the  State  Uni- 
versity of  New  York  at  Cortland. 

Metals 

As  a  Metals  student  you  will  develop  your  own 
concepts  of  designs  through  a  mastery  of  numer- 
ous jewelry  and  metalworking  techniques.  Studio 
work  is  supplemented  by  workshops  and  sym- 
posia conducted  by  internationally  known  artists 
in  the  field. 

Graduates  have  become  both  artists  and  de- 
signers with  major  metal  and  jewelry  firms.  Wil- 
liam Ridgeway  '83  competed  against  professional 
designers  while  he  was  still  a  student  and  was  a 
winner  in  the  1983  Diamonds  Today  design  com- 
petition conducted  by  DeBeers  Consolidated 
Mines — the  world's  largest  diamond  mining 
corporation.  His  award-winning  design  was  a 
diamond-studded  silver  cigarette  case.  Heather 
Williams  '84  was  a  top  finalist  in  both  the  1984 
Sterling  Silver  Design  Competition  and  the 
Platinum  Jewelry  Design  Competition. 

Wood 

In  the  Wood  program,  you'll  explore  design  possi- 
bilities in  wood  with  an  emphasis  on  one-of-a- 
kind  furniture  design.  Initial  courses  introduce 
you  to  the  natural  properties  of  wood,  carving 
principles  and  wood  sculpture.  Gradually  you  11 
begin  to  explore  joinery  techniques,  complex 
constructions  and  machine  construction. 
"The  Philadelphia  Story,"  an  exhibition  of  stu- 
dent and  faculty  work,  was  held  recently  at  the 
Gallery  at  Workbench  in  New  "fork  City.  Gradu- 
ates have  set  up  their  own  studios  or  formed 
cooperatives  to  make  one-of-a-kind  and  limited 
production  designs.  Others  are  doing  production 
design  for  furniture  manufacturers.  Some  gradu- 
ates are  also  teaching  fine  woodworking. 


Architectural  Studies 
The  Architectural  Studies  Department  offers  a 
unique  preprofessional  program  for  you  il  you 
are  interested  in  architecture  and  interior  archi- 
tecture as  art  or  if  you  are  preparing  for  graduate 
professional  study  in  architecture,  landscape 
architecture,  interior  design  or  planning. 
You'll  have  the  opportunity  to  develop  knowledge 
and  skills  in  design,  history  and  theory,  drawing 
and  building  technology. 

Recent  graduates  are  working  in  major  architec- 
tural and  design  firms.  One  recently  received  a 
scholarship  to  Harvard  University  and  others 
have  been  accepted  by  Syracuse  University  and 
the  universities  of  Maryland,  New  Mexico  and 
Houston. 

Graphic  Design 

In  Graphic  Design,  you'll  concentrate  on  making 
messages  for  either  informational  or  promotional 
use.  You  will  accomplish  this  through  graphically 
arranging  the  basic  components  of  typography, 
symbols,  drawings,  photography  and  illustrations 
into  a  distinct  visual  relationship. 
Each  spring,  the  department  engages  about  15 
leading  design  firms  and  design  service  offices 
such  as  SmithKline  Beckman.  Katz  Wheeler. 
Gottschalk  &  Ash.  Gips  &  Balkind.  Chermayeff 
&  Geismar  and  CBS  Records  for  on-site  seminars 
in  New  York  and  Philadelphia.  A  week-long  work- 
shop in  applied  design  is  also  conducted  for 
junior  students  by  a  prominent  design  firm.  In 
1985,  Pentagram,  an  internationally  known  firm. 
ran  the  workshop. 


Illustration 

Studio  courses  in  illustration  inci 
awareness  as  well  as  your  ability  to  develop  effec- 
tive visual  communication  skills.  Communica- 
tions Workshop  is  an  advanced  course  in 
you  will  create  brochures,  posters  and  direct- 
mail  pieces  lor  a  variety  ol  clients. 
Illustration  students  are  regularly  among  the  re- 
cipients of  top  awards  at  national  competitions. 
Alumna  Susan  Moerder  '82  won  first  place  in  the 
Society  of  Illustrators'  1982  competition.  Her 
soli  sculpture  figures  were  on  the  cover  ol  the 
Society's  1981  Student  Annual. 
Recent  Illustration  graduates  have  published 
books,  illustrated  books  and  record  albums,  and 
had  their  artwork  appear  on  the  covers  and  in 
such  publications  as  Time.  Esquire  and  Atlantic 
Monthly. 

Industrial  Design 

Working  with  industry  as  "clients."  you  will 
create  product  designs  for  national  companies 
such  as  IBM,  Black  &  Decker,  Dr.  Scholl  and 
Fischer-Price  Toys.  By  presenting  corporations 
with  innovative  solutions  to  design  problems, 
you  will  gain  valuable  insight  into  practices  and 
procedures  in  the  corporate  world. 
Industrial  Design  student  Rick  Lewis  '83  pro- 
duced a  joint  design  patent  with  Black  &  Decker 
for  an  electrical  home  product  now  on  the  mar- 
ket. He  also  received  the  1983  Industrial  Design 
Society  of  America  Award  and  the  198.3  National 
Package  Designers  Council  Award. 


Fine  Arts 


Painting  and  Drawing  Department 
In  the  Painting  and  Drawing  Department,  you 
will  be  presented  with  a  structured  sequence  of 
problems  ranging  from  pictorial  organization  to 
the  refinements  of  aesthetic  interpretation.  In 
the  senior  year  you  will  be  required  to  exhibit  a 
coordinated  body  of  work  and  produce  a  suppor- 
tive thesis  paper.  Studio  work  is  supplemented 
by  visits  from  guest  artists  and  lecturers,  who 
interact  closely  with  you.  Recent  guest  artists 
have  included  alumnus  and  distinguished  paint- 
ers Neil  Welliver.  Sidney  Goodman.  Alice  Neel 
and  writers/critics  Clement  Greenberg.  Hilton 
Kramer  and  Robert  Shattuck. 


Photography/Film/Animation 
From  photography  to  film  to  animation  to  video, 
you  use  sophisticated  media  tools  and  techniques 
to  develop  your  own  personal  vision.  The  depart- 
ment hosts  a  series  of  exhibitions  in  its  Sol  Med- 
nick  Gallery  showing  work  by  outside  artists  and 
members  of  the  college  community  to  enrich 
your  studio  experience. 

An  internship  program  has  enabled  students  to 
apply  their  knowledge  and  skills  in  various 
photographic  studios  and  galleries,  with  architec- 
tural photographers,  and  in  such  places  as  KYW- 
TV  and  the  BioMedical  Communications  Facilitv 
at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  School  of 
Medicine. 

Printmaking 

The  Printmaking  Department  emphasizes  indi- 
vidual communication  through  print  and  drawing 
processes,  and  offers  you  a  complete  graphics 
media  shop  including  facilities  for  etching,  relief 
printing,  lithography,  screenprinting,  offset 
lithography,  book  design  and  binding  methods. 
Lectures  by  such  noted  printmakers  as  Garo  An- 
treasian  and  Clair  Van  Vliet  of  the  Janus  Press, 
and  artist  Pat  Stier;  print  study  seminars  at  The 
Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art;  and  various  gallery 
visits  supplement  the  workshop  experience. 
The  careers  of  Printmaking  Department  gradu- 
ates highlight  their  versatility:  professional, 
exhibiting  artists;  computer  graphics  imagists; 
educators;  curators;  edition  printers:  and  paper 
conservators. 


Liberal  Arts 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Liberal  Arts  Department  to 
develop  in  you  the  linguistic/intellectual  capa- 
bilities that  are  essential  to  your  education  as  an 
artist.  Studies  in  the  liberal  arts  comprise  more 
than  one-quarter  of  the  College  curriculum  and 
are  divided  into  four  major  categories:  language 
and  literature;  history  and  social  studies;  art  his- 
tory; and  philosophy  and  science.  Courses  such 
as  Language  and  Expression,  Studies  in  the 
French  Novel,  Vienna  and  Berlin:  1900-1925, 
and  Psychology  of  Creativity,  both  extend  and 
enrich  your  studio  curriculum. 

Education 

The  teaching  of  art  offers  opportunities  for  you  to 
work  in  a  profession  that  provides  you  with  con- 
tinuing growth  in  your  own  artistic  development 
while  helping  others  to  understand  the  demands 
of  creating  art.  You  can  complete  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Instructional  I  Certificate  to  teach  K-12. 
The  teaching  curriculum  is  both  practical  and 
theoretical,  including  field  study.  You  will  have 
an  opportunity  to  teach  in  one  of  the  excellent 
schools  in  the  Philadelphia  area  and  our  own 
Saturday  School  Program. 

The  Education  department  also  offers  a  Master 
of  Arts  in  Art  Education.  Graduate  students  are 
able  to  combine  advanced  visual  studies  with 
those  in  education  and  liberal  arts. 


Sculpture 

As  a  Sculpture  student  you  will  work  in  diverse 
media,  including  clay,  stone,  wood,  plaster, 
bronze,  aluminum,  steel  and  plastic.  Studios 
have  recently  been  renovated  and  expanded  to 
include  figure  modeling  studios,  a  foundrv  and 
three  other  specialized  shops. 
Recent  graduates  have  entered  graduate  pro- 
grams at  Yale,  Rutgers  and  San  Diego  State  uni- 
versities. Other  former  students  are  involved 
professionally  in  sculpture,  including  the  crea- 
tion of  commissioned  sculpture  work  in  New  York 
and  Philadelphia  and  the  operation  of  foundries.

"Once  understood,  the  structural  language  of 
cloth  becomes  a  way  of  thinking:  it  is  a  language 
of  mathematical  svstems  and  a  uniform  alphabet 
of  symbols  which  describe  the  movement  of  line, 
formation  of  pattern,  and  construction  of  fabric 
surface.  Analagous  to  musical  notation,  the  lan- 
guage of  textile  communicates  most  profoundly 
in  abstract  nonobjective  form. 
"I'm  also  fascinated  by  the  two-dimensional 
qualities  of  cloth  because  you're  building  a  sur- 
face like  you  build  a  building  .  .  .  the  lines, 
stripes,  and  pattern  you  make  are  the  surface, 
rather  than  lying  in  a  cosmetic  way  on  top  of  the 
surface:  it's  a  real,  rather  than  illusionary  surface 
that  you're  creating."

"I  prefer  printmaking  as  a  means  of  expression 
and  documentation  because  the  media  afford  the 
most  erratic,  yet  analytic  interpretation  of  ideas 
through  the  thinking  and  working  patterns  which 
the  processes  impose  upon  me. 
"Image  and  print  development  can  be  from  five 
to  twenty  plates — sequential  information  on 
band-drawn  or  photographic  transparencies  is 
subsequently  printed.

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Facilities 


A  dramatic  new  gallery,  natural  light  flooding 
through  large  windows  and  skylights.  New 
studios,  classrooms  and  a  library  designed  with 
a  feeling  of  airy  openness.  That's  what  you'll  find 
in  our  newly-opened  facility  at  333  S.  Broad 
Street.  Combined  with  our  recently  renovated 
Haviland-Strickland-Fumess  complex  across  the 
street,  PCA  offers  state-of-the-art  studios,  shops, 
equipment,  galleries  and  libraries  to  support 
your  creative  development  and  the  making  of 
your  art. 

The  library,  one  of  the  finest  contemporary  art 
libraries  in  the  mid-Atlantic  region,  houses 
45,000  volumes  and  periodicals.  Huge  picture 
files  contain  works  by  well-known  20th  century 
artists.  Augmenting  this  is  a  well  stocked  slide 
library  .  .  .  and  a  computer  hookup  which  pro- 
vides instant  retrieval  from  other  East  Coast  art 
college  libraries. 

On-campus  galleries  abound:  besides  the  major 
gallery  in  the  new  building,  there  are  several 
galleries  in  the  Haviland-Strickland-Fumess 
complex,  a  group  of  19th  century  architectural 
landmarks  which  house  studios  and  classrooms; 
a  magnificent  four-story  atrium  which  has  be- 
come the  focal  point  of  many  celebrations  and 
performances;  and  Furness'  brick  Gothic 
dormitories. 


Many  smaller  galleries  are  also  available,  as  well 
as  departmental  exhibition  spaces.  Nearly  every 
academic  department  launches  its  own  series  of 
shows  featuring  the  work  of  students,  faculty  and 
outside  artists.  Students  gain  experience  in  set- 
ting up  shows,  too,  and  there  are  student-run 
invitationals  and  juried  exhibitions.  Highlight  of 
the  year  is  the  Annual  Student  Show,  which  is  a 
featured  Commencement  event  that  runs  through 
the  summer. 

The  variety  of  studios  and  equipment  is  extensive 
and  the  potential  for  creating  many  kinds  of  art 
is  excellent  from  woodworking  and  metal  shops, 
printmaking  and  computerized  typesetting  shops 
to  fine  arts,  crafts  and  design  studios  and  photo 
labs.  Three  huge  kilns  recently  were  added  to 
enhance  ceramic-making  capabilities  and  a  forge 
rebuilt  for  sculpture.  There's  also  a  large  weaving 
shop  complete  with  dozens  of  looms,  a  dyeing 
room  and  a  throwing  room.  A  19th  century  car- 
riage house  was  recently  turned  into  a  skylit 
figure-modeling  studio  for  sculpture  students 
and  the  Foundation  Department  has  installed  a 
nature  lab  in  the  new  classroom  building. 
Taken  together,  the  facilities  here  at  PCA  provide 
you  with  a  superior  environment  in  which  your 
creativity  can  blossom. 
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Career  Development 


The  more  complex  our  world  becomes,  the  more 
we  need  die  unique  skills  and  perceptive  insights 
of  professionally-trained  artists.  We  need  them 
not  just  in  the  fine  arts,  but  also  for  their  kind  of 
genius  which  can  translate  advanced  technology 
into  products  and  sendees  that  enrich  the  quality 
of  life.  Literally  everything  we  see  or  touch  bears 
the  unmistakable  imprint  of  some  unseen  artists 
innate  ability.  America's  place  as  a  world  power 
has  unquestionably  depended  upon  these  skills, 
and  will  continue  to  do  so. 

Because  the  art  marketplace  is  now  highly  com- 
petitive, the  College  of  Visual  Arts  puts  consider- 
able emphasis  on  career  planning.  We  do  this  in 
several  ways:  first,  in  the  classroom,  through  vis- 
iting lecturers  from  the  professional  community 
who  assess  and  critique  your  work;  through  class 
assignments  involving  major  corporations;  and 
lastly,  through  on-campus  recruitment  programs.

Admissions  Requirements 

The  Admissions  staff  encourages  you  to  send  in 
your  application  at  your  earliest  convenience. 
We  will  notify  you  of  a  decision  as  soon  as  all 
credentials  are  complete  and  one  of  our  coun- 
selors has  reviewed  your  portfolio.  Decisions  are 
made  on  a  rolling  basis.  After  receiving  your 
admissions  letter,  we  ask  for  a  tuition  deposit 
within  30  days,  in  order  to  hold  your  place  in 
our  class.  This  deposit  is  refundable  up  to 
May  1. 

The  Financial  Aid  office  strongly  recommends 
that  you  file  your  financial  aid  form  as  soon 
as  possible  after  January  1  to  assure  full 
consideration. 

Philadelphia  College  of  Art  gives  equal  consid- 
eration to  all  applicants  for  admission  and  finan- 
cial aid  regardless  of  race,  color,  sex,  religion, 
national  or  ethnic  origins,  or  handicaps. 

Freshman  Admission  Requirements 
If  you  are  an  applicant  to  the  freshman  class, 
you  must  graduate  from  an  accredited  high 
school  and  have  taken  an  appropriate  distribution 
of  high  school  subjects  including  four  (4)  years 
of  English.  A  minimum  of  two  years  of  art  and 
design  are  recommended. 

If  vou  do  not  hold  a  regular  high  school  diploma, 
you  may  qualify  for  admission  in  the  following 
ways:

major.

The  School  of  Dance  of  the  College  of  Performing 
Arts  is  dedicated  to  training  you  for  a  career  as 
a  professional  dancer,  dance  educator  and/or 
choreographer.  The  School  of  Dance  is  founded 
on  the  firm  belief  that  today's  professional  dancer 
must  have  extensive  knowledge  and  experience 
in  his/her  chosen  field  as  well  as  skills  in  related 
disciplines.  With  this  in  mind,  the  College  offers 
you  a  broad-based  curriculum  that  prepares  you 
to  enter  the  professional  world  of  dance  with  con- 
fidence. At  the  School  of  Dance  of  the  College  of 
Performing  Arts,  you  will  receive  professional 
and  concentrated  dance  studies  and  credit 
leading  to  a  recognized  college  degree  or 
certification. 

Performance  is  an  essential  and  enjoyable  part 
of  the  curriculum  and  serves  to  integrate  class- 
room work  with  stage  experience.  You  are  encour- 
aged to  organize  vour  own  studio  workshops  and 
concerts  in  addition  to  participating  in  the  regu- 
larly scheduled  performances.

For  this  reason,  the  School  of 
Dance  has  created  a  core  program  that  includes 
all  basic  dance  styles  for  all  students. 
Daily  technique  classes  in  ballet,  modern  dance, 
and  jazz  dance  are  basic  to  all  courses  of  study; 
electives  include  improvisation,  repertory,  part- 
nering, Spanish  dance,  ethnic  dance,  character, 
and  mime.  In  courses  such  as  dance  history  and 
score  reconstruction,  students  gain  a  historical 
perspective  of  different  dance  traditions.  Music, 
voice,  and  acting  classes  provide  you  with  the 
necessary  links  to  the  allied  performing  arts. 
Practical  experience  in  aspects  of  production  is 
an  essential  part  of  the  program.  Various  courses 
in  the  liberal  arts  and  social  sciences  are  offered, 
with  special  emphasis  given  to  how  they  relate  to 
the  arts.

The  School  of  Music  of  the  College  of  Performing 
Vrls  is  dedicated  lo  the  preparation  and  training 
of  the  young  musician  for  a  professional  career, 
either  as  a  performer  or  as  a  teacher.  Your  growth 
as  a  musician  is  our  primary  concern,  and  the 
attainment  of  your  maximum  potential  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  professional  music  world  is  our  ulti- 
mate goal. 

The  College  has  long  been  a  major  force  in  the 
careers  of  many  world-famous  musicians,  includ- 
ing former  students  such  as  pianists  Andre  Watts, 
Eugene  List,  and  the  late  William  Kapell;  com- 
posers Vincent  Persichetli  and  Joseph  Castaldo; 
opera  singers  Florence  Quivar  and  Bonnie 
Glenn;  and  jazz  artist  Stanley  Clarke.  The  Col- 
lege Curriculum,  coupled  with  the  "conservatory 
approach."  is  instrumental  in  producing  profes- 
sional musicians  of  the  first  rank. 
Recent  graduates  of  PCA  have  already  taken  their 
places  in  the  music  world.  For  instance,  several 
are  now  members  of  symphony  orchestras  in  the 
United  States  and  in  South  America.  Others  are 
now  singing  with  major  opera  companies  here 
and  in  Europe.  Others  have  started  concert  artist 
careers,  while  others  are  composing  and/or  ar- 
ranging. Indeed,  the  same  curriculum  that  pro- 
duced these  former  students  can  be  yours  at  the 
College  of  Performing  Arts.

Curriculum 

Acting 

The  Acting  Major  Curriculum  is  different  from 
most  other  professional  training  in  that  the  instru- 
ment of  the  training  is  the  human  being  itself — 
""the  body  and  soul  of  the  actor" — and  that  work 
is  done  from  the  inside  out  rather  than  from  the 
outside  in.  An  actor  has  to  be  trained  in  a  variety 
of  disciplines,  each  vital  in  itself  and  intimately 
related  to  all  the  others.  The  training  in  acting, 
voice,  movement,  dance,  speech,  improvisation, 
masks,  combat,  music,  mime,  history,  and  lit- 
erature is  based  on  the  conservatory  approach 
combining  studio  training  with  rehearsal  and 
performance  in  varying  areas  and  kinds  of  pro- 
ductions that  challenge  the  actor's  ability  to  per- 
form demanding  roles.  The  highly  focused  and 
demanding  training  is  enhanced  by  appropriate 
courses  in  the  liberal  arts. 

Directing 

The  training  of  directors  is  closely  related  to  the 
training  of  actors.  In  the  first  year,  directing  stu- 
dents are  required  to  participate  in  all  courses 
required  of  first-year  acting  students.  In  the  sec- 
ond, third,  and  fourth  years,  directing  students 
participate  in  fewer  courses  within  the  acting 
curriculum  and  are  required  to  take  a  variety  of 
courses  in  other  disciplines  necessary  for  the 
development  of  the  directing  student's  craft. 
Courses  in  directing,  theatre  history,  movement 
and  dramatic  literature  are  reinforced  with 
studies  in  sociology,  philosophy,  psychology, 
the  art  of  film,  and  solid  practical  directing 
experience. 


In  the  second  year,  directing  students  will  assist 
with  third-year  directing  projects.  In  the  third 
vear.  the  student  will  direct  faculty  supervised 
works-in-progress  performed  before  invited  audi- 
ences and  will  assist  with  fourth-year,  faculty- 
directed  productions.  In  the  fourth  year,  each 
directing  student  will  direct  several  projects  and.

The  Acting  Major 

The  Acting  Major  is  a  program  of  concentrated 
studies  aimed  at  developing  your  skill  as  an 
actor.  The  School  of  Theatre  believes  that  acting 
must  first  be  taught  as  a  "craft."  Only  after  that 
craft  has  been  learned  can  artistry  emerge. 
Therefore,  it  is  to  that  end  that  the  Acting  Major 
is  designed.  The  focal  point  of  the  curriculum  is 
the  Acting  Studio;  the  voice  and  body  training 
received  are  principal  support  areas  and  all  other 
curricular  programs  address  themselves  to  the 
basic  knowledge  of  techniques  necessary  to  pro- 
duce the  cratt.  If.  in  tact,  you  can,  in  the  first 
year  (through  the  study  of  improvisation,  mask 
characterization,  speech,  and  movement)  find 
the  core  of  the  actor  in  yourself  and  test  that  abil- 
ity and  attitude,  then  a  strong  basis  has  been 
provided  for  you.r  potential  as  an  actor.  If,  in  the 
second  and  third  years,  through  the  study  of 
scenes  and  additional  work  on  speech  and  physi- 
cal movement,  you  can  establish  depth  of  charac- 
terization and  improve  physical  and  vocal  tech- 
nique, then  you  can  be  prepared  to  confront  the 
final  year  of  training  with  the  basic  actor  skills 
well  in  place.  In  the  fourth  year,  the  focus  is  on 
performance,  at  which  time  you  can  test  your 
ability  to  achieve  the  full  dimension  of  a  charac- 
terization and  to  sustain  that  character  over  the 
length  of  a  play. 


The  Directing  Major 

The  Directing  Major  is  a  select  program  in  the 
School  of  Theatre.  Each  year  a  few  exceptionally 
talented  high  school  graduates  will  be  admitted 
to  the  School  of  Theatre  as  candidates  for  the 
BFA  in  Directing.

As  soon  as  you've 
completed  your  audition  and  all  necessary  forms 
have  been  received  in  support  of  your  appli- 
cation, you  will  be  notified.  Those  who  are  ac- 
cepted to  the  College  receive  an  acceptance 
letter  requesting  a  tuition  deposit  within  thirty 
days,  in  order  to  hold  a  space  for  you  in  the 
entering  class.  The  deposit  is  refundable  up  to 
May  1st. 

The  Financial  Aid  Office  strongly  recommends 
that  you  file  your  financial  aid  form(s)  as  soon 
as  possible  after  January  1st  to  assure  full 
consideration. 

The  College  of  the  Performing  Arts  gives  equal 
consideration  to  all  applicants  for  admission  and 
financial  aid  regardless  of  race,  color,  sex,  reli- 
gion, national  or  ethnic  origins,  or  handicaps. 

Secondary  School  Requirements 
You  must  complete  requirements  for  the  high 
school  diploma,  GED,  or  the  foreign  equivalent 
prior  to  actual  enrollment  in  the  College,  with 
the  exception  of  those  accepted  under  the 
Early  Admissions  Program.  Proof  of  completion 
of  the  secondary  school  requirements  must  be 
submitted  to  the  Office  of  Admissions  prior  to 
enrollment.

Transfer  Admission 

If  you  have  enrolled  in  a  college  level  program 
and  completed  more  than  twelve  (12)  hours  of 
coursework,  you  will  be  considered  a  transfer 
student. 

Generally  speaking,  transfer  students  should 
follow  the  same  admissions  procedures  as  listed 
above  for  freshman  students.  You  are  required  to 
have  a  copy  of  your  high  school  transcript  and 
college  transcript(s)  forwarded  to  the  Admissions 
Office.  Scheduling  an  audition  is  exactly  the 
same  as  outlined  for  a  freshman  student.  The 
determination  of  transfer  credit  in  your  major 
area  varies  from  division  to  division,  and  you  are 
encouraged  to  contact  the  Admissions  Office  for 
specifics.  At  no  time  can  any  transfer  student  be 
awarded  more  than  two  years  credit  in  his/her 
major  area.  No  grades  under  "C"  will  be  ac- 
cepted for  transfer  credit. 


Foreign  Students 

Foreign  students  who  wish  to  enroll  in  the  Col- 
lege of  the  Performing  Arts  must  comply  with  all 
provisions  of  the  Immigration  Act  and  will  be 
admitted  only  on  a  full-time  basis.  Immigration 
information  is  available  in  U.S.  Embassy  Offices 
in  most  foreign  countries. 
Foreign  applicants  must  submit  the  following: 

1.  The  Application  for  Admission. 

2.  A  Taped  Audition;  or  schedule  an  in-person 
audition. 

3.  Copies  of  transcripts  from  high  school  (or  the 
equivalent)  and  all  colleges  attended.  We  need  a 
full  record  of  all  academic  courses  and  classes. 

4.  The  test  score  of  the  Test  of  English  as  a  For- 
eign Language  (TOEFLl. 

5.  A  legal  affidavit  of  financial  support,  naming 
your  sponsor  and  the  extent  of  his/her  financial 
resources.  This  affidavit  must  include  the  spon- 
sors promise  to  support  and  be  responsible 

for  you  during  your  education  and  slay  in 
Philadelphia. 

The  1-20  Form,  required  of  all  foreign  students 
to  obtain  a  "Student  Visa"  to  allow  you  as  a  non- 
immigrant to  study  at  the  College  of  Performing 
Arts,  will  be  forwarded  to  you  as  soon  as"  you 
have:  (a)  been  fully  accepted  to  PCA,  (b)  submit- 
ted all  of  the  above  listed  items,  (c)  received  a 
satisfactory  TOEFL  score,  and  (d)  paid  the  re- 
quired $100  Tuition  Deposit.  Only  after  all  of 
these  requirements  have  been  met  can  the  1-20 
Form  be  issued. 

Early  Admissions  Program 

The  Early  Admissions  Program  is  available  to 
those  who  have  completed  the  sophomore  year  of 
high  school  with  at  least  a  "B"  average  and  have 
demonstrated  superior  and  advanced  talent  and 
ability  in  the  major  area.  This  special  program 
allows  the  student  of  exceptional  talent  to  com- 
plete high  school  and  begin  college  simultane- 
ously. Those  accepted  into  the  Early  Admissions 
Program  are  not  eligible  for  college  graduation 
until  such  time  as  all  high  school  graduation  re- 
quirements have  been  fulfilled  and  a  diploma 
awarded  or  a  GED  obtained. 
Applicants  must  obtain  and  submit  proof  of  full 
cooperation  and  approval  of  high  school  officials 
and  parents. 

Applicants  should  be  aware  that  some  types  of 
financial  aid  are  not  available  to  those  enrolled 
in  the  Early  Admissions  Program. 
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Financial  Aid 


Financial  Aid  Package 
The  amount  of  aid  offered  by  the  Financial  Aid 
Office  is  determined  by  your  unmet  financial 
need:  Financial  need  is  determined  by  subtract- 
ing financial  resources  (Pell  Grant,  state  grant. 
GSL  Loans,  and  family  contribution)  from  the 
educational  budget.  The  resulting  need  is  usu- 
ally met  by  a  combination  of  awards  called  the 
""financial  aid  package.

This  will  allow-  you  to 
be  considered  for  a  Pennsylvania  State  Grant 
and  Federal  financial  aid  programs,  including 
the  Pell  Grant  and  PCA  institutional  aid. 

2.  Non-Pennsylvania  Residents  (out  of  state) 

A.  File  the  Financial  Aid  Form  (F.A.F. )  available 
from  the  College  Scholarship  Service  in  Prince- 
ton. New  Jersey,  or  Berkeley.  California.  This 
will  allow  you  to  be  considered  for  Federal  pro- 
grams, including  the  Pell  Grant.

Ohio 
has  an  agreement  with  Pennsylvania:  therefore, 
Ohio  State  Grants  are  good  in  any  college  in 
Pennsylvania.  Check  with  your  state  office  to  see 
what  you  must  do  in  order  to  be  considered  for  a 
state  grant. 

3.  Guaranteed  Student  Loan 

A.   To  apply  for  a  S2.500  GSL  Loan,  contact 
your  local  bank  for  an  application.  Part  of  the 
application  must  be  signed  by  the  Financial  Aid 
Office. 


Eligibility 

Only  matriculating,  full-lime  or  part-time  under- 
graduate day  students  are  eligible  for  financial 
aid.  11  you  have  already  earned  a  bachelor's  de- 
gree or  are  enrolled  only  for  teacher  certification, 
you  are  not  eligible. 

All  financial  aid  funds  administered  by  the  Phila- 
delphia Colleges  of  Arts  are  awarded  on  the  basis 
of  demonstrated  need  and  the  availability  of 
funds.  The  college  also  has  a  sum  set  aside  to 
recognize  outstanding  promise. 

College  of  Performing  Arts 
Talent  Scholarships  are  offered  by  the  College  of 
Performing  Arts  in  recognition  of  the  student's 
ability  and  talent  in  his/her  major  area.  These 
awards  are  based  on  talent,  tempered  by  need. 
Students  must  apply  early  and  audition  either  on 
February  1st  or  March  8th  in  order  to  be  consid- 
ered for  a  Talent  Scholarship.  Those  audition- 
ing alter  that  will  be  considered  if  funds  are 
available. 

College  of  Visual  Art 

Trustee  Scholarships  are  awarded  on  the  basis  of 
excellence  in  both  studio  and  academic  perfor- 
mance. You  will  be  notified  by  the  Admissions 
Committee  on  March  1st  if  you  are  eligible  to 
compete  for  this  scholarship. 
Presidential  Scholarships 
Presidential  Scholarships  are  awarded  on  the 
basis  of  outstanding  portfolio  and  academic  rec- 
ord. All  applicants  are  considered  for  these 
awards  and  you  will  be  notified  shortly  after 
admission  if  you  have  received  a  Presidential 
Scholarship. 

Arronson  Scholarships  are  awarded  for  outstand- 
ing studio  and  academic  performance.  You  must 
submit  a  500-word  essay  and  a  slide  portfolio  in 
addition  to  all  other  admission  requirements  by 
March  1st.  This  is  a  tuition  scholarship  for  each 
of  your  four  undergraduate  years.  Only  freshmen 
are  eligible  to  apply.
